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Democrats 
Eye Charter 
For Party 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The last 
preliminary bout to the Democratic 
p arty’s 
m iniconvention 
begins 
Saturday in Kansas City with the 
drafting of a proposed party charter. 
Old 
party 
antagonism s 
could 
produce the first volley in another 
intraparty battle, depending on how 
well the charter commission does in 
compromising 
the remaining 
sore 
issues. 
The Saturday and Sunday sessions 
wind up the work of the commission, 
which was created by the reform wing 
during the 1972 presidential campaign 
and directed to draw up the first for­ 
mal charter for a modem political 
party. 
The final version will be voted on in 
December by the party’s first midterm 
convention, also in Kansas City. 
A tentative charter has been cir­ 
culating since March to allow support 
or opposition to specific planks to 
develop. 
Fights are expected to come in three 
major areas: The manner of electing 
national party chairmen, whether to 
continue the midterm convention idea 
and creation of a judicial council to 
referee party disputes. 
For the most part, the charter for­ 
malizes long-standing structures and 
procedures. 
But there are some important in­ 
novations, including something of a 
D em ocratic bill of rights which 
guarantees open access to the party 
for “all who desire to support the party 
and 
who 
wish 
to 
be 
known 
as 
Dem ocrats.” 
Two com peting form ulas would 
change the system 
for electin g 
national party chairmen, both aimed 
at avoiding past conflicts but taking 
different approaches. 
The leading plan would provide for 
election of the national chairman just 
before and just after each presidential 
cam paign. This would allow the 
party’s presidential nominee to pick a 
chairman of his choice to head the 
party during his campaign. 
But it also would avoid the em ­ 
barrassment the party went through 
after the last presidential election 
when the chairman, Jean Westwood, 
w as 
ousted 
after 
Sen. 
G eorge 
McGovern’s landslide defeat. 
An 
autom atic 
post-cam paign 
election would allow the choice of a 
new 
chairman 
with 
better 
party 
support without the necessity of first 
throwing the old one out. 
However, an alternative supported 
by the staunchest reformers would 
remove the whole thing from the in­ 
fluence of presidential politics by 
having the chairman elected after 
each campaign. 
This would mean a chairman picked 
without the influence of the euphoria 
following a nomination and untied to 
any particular candidate. But it also 
would mean a presidential nominee 
picked four years later might have to 
campaign with a chairman not of his 
choosing, possibly even a political 
opponent, at the party helm. 


Ohio Lottery 
Officials Eye 
State Fair 


CLEVELAND, Ohio ( A P ) - Ohio 
litte r y Commissioners were to meet 
the media today to discuss a dispute 
about whether lottery tickets would be 
sold at the state fair. 
Ohio 
Agriculture 
Director 
Gene 
Abercrombie has said he would block 
ticket sales until a ruling by the state 
attorney general was cleared up. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown ruled 
that the amendment approved by Ohio 
voters creating the lottery superseded 
state laws prohibiting gambling at the 
fairgrounds. 
Abercrombie has maintained that 
the gambling prohibition is in effect 
until specifically overridden. 
Un to today, the lottery commission 
had adopted a wait-and-see attitude. 
Abercrombie also had framed the 
issue in moral terms. 
He said lottery statutes prohibit sale 
of tickets to anyone under age 18 and 
said he didn’t have the manpower to 
enforce the law. He said he would not 
oppose a lottery drawing at the fair but 
that ticket sales were another matter. 
The lottery has sold an estimated 
4.25 million tickets, lottery spokesmen 
said, and agents keep coming back for 
more. 
“We ought to sell in excess of IO 
million. I hope,” a spokesman said. 
In Toledo, district director Jerry 
Fadell said tickets were evaporating 
“like w ater.” 
Around Marietta, director Walter

Sm ith 
said 
a 
‘Tittle 
bookstore” sold a thousand tickets 
Saturday and Sunday. 
The spokesman said 600 tickets were 
stolen in Lima and Cleveland and have 
been voided by the computer. He

saying they cannot be altered suc­ 
cessfully by erasing. 


Turkish Troops Split Cyprus

Turkish forces took the key western 
town of Lefka today, completing their 
drive to slice off the northern third of 
Cyprus for a proposed autonomous 
Turkish state, the Turkish Cypriot 
radio reported. 
The announcement cam e as a 6 p.m. 
noon 
EDT -cease-fire 
ordered 
by 
Turkish Premier Bident Ecevit was to 
go into effect. But there was no imme­ 
diate word the truce was being ob­ 
served. 
Turkish forces had already captured 
Fam agusta, 35 miles east of the capital 
of Nicosia, and had been driving on 
I^fka, 30 miles west of the capital. 
At the same time, Turkish air and 
artillery attacks forced the Cyprus 
government to abandon the capital and 
flee to the south coast port of Limassol. 
Cyprus President Glafcos derides 
and his ministers fled so hurriedly that 
the doors of the deserted presidential 
offices were left banging in the wind. 
There was no evidence that any 
attempt had been made to remove files 
or other papers. The building was 
completely deserted. 
Ecevit said the Turkish troops were 
expected to reach their “military 
objectives no later than the cease-fire 
hour.” 
He said the military objectives did 
not exceed the political ones Turkey 
asked for at the Geneva conference 
table. 
The objectives apparently involve 
carving out a Turkish sector in the 
northern third of the island which 
would be cut off from the south by a 
line bisecting Cyprus from I >efka in the 
west to Famagusta in the east.

statement indicated that they expected 
to take I^efka too by the cease-fire 
deadline.

Caramanlis said in a broadcast that 
the Greek army would not reinforce 
the Greek Cypriot troops because this 
would leave Greece defenseless. 
Turkish tanks late Thursday af­ 
ternoon rolled into Famagusta, the 
Mediterranean island’s chief port. The 
action established a 35-mile line from 
the capital, Nicosia, to the east coast. 
A ssociated P ress Correspondent 
Peter Arnett reported that the Greek 
Cypriot national guard and police fled 


from the city, and the Greek Cypriot 
quarter was deserted. There was no 
opposition as Turkish troops moved 
from the Turkish Cypriot sector into 
the Greek quarter today. 
The Turkish radio said the Turks 
also captured the naval 
base 
at 
Boghaz, IO m iles north of Famagusta. 
Another 
Turkish 
colum n 
was 
pushing westward to extend the line 
from Nicosia to Lefka, on the nor­ 
thwest coast. It was reported six miles 
from Morphou, a major town 21 miles 
west of Nicosia and IO m iles from Lef­ 
ka. The Turkish Cypriot radio reported 
Greek and Greek Cypriot troops were 
“retreating in panic” from I>efka. 
The Greek Cypriots were believed to 


have abandoned Morphou also. 
Another Turkish Cypriot broadcast 
said Turkish jets were heavily bom­ 
bing the highway from Paphos, in 
southwest Cyprus, to Lefka to prevent 
Greek Cypriot reinforcements from 
reaching Lefka. 
Turkish jets resumed bombing and 
strafing attacks around Nicosia at 
dawn for the third day, and there was 
little antiaircraft fire. The chief 
targets were the camp two m iles west 
of the city of the 950-man Greek army 
contingent assigned to Cyprus, and a 
fivemile strip of factories on the 
eastern outskirts. However, the Turks 
made no attempt to advance into the 
Greek Cypriot sector. 


The U.N. Security Council held two 
more meetings in New York and issued 
its fourth appeal for a ceasefire. 
President Ford urged immediate com- 
oliance.

Turkey walked out of the Geneva 
talks on Wednesday and resumed 
m ilitary action when the Greek 
Cypriots rejected a Turkish proposal 
for creation of six autonomous Turkish 
Cypriot enclaves scattered around the 
island. 
Nixon To Receive Subpoena 


WASHINGTON I AP) — Having shed 
the legal armor that protected him in 
the White House, Richard M. Nixon is 
about to receive a subpoena that could 
be the harbinger of further legal en­ 
tanglements. 
The subpoena was filed here on 
Thursday by lawyers for John D. 
Ehrlichman, Nixon’s former domestic 
adviser. It seeks Nixon’s testimony as 
a defense witness in Ehrlichman’s 
upcoming 
conspiracy 
trial 
arising 
from the Watergate cover-up. 
Addressed to “Richard M. Nixon, 
P residential 
Compound, 
San 
Clemente, Calif.,” the subpoena was 
mailed to the U.S. marshal’s office in 
Ix)s Angeles for delivery to Nixon, 
probably in the next couple of days. 
The subpoena was accompanied by 
check for $302 to cover Nixon’s travel 


Panel Members Say Nixon 
Wasn't Forced To Resign

of office, a draft report by IO House 
Judiciary Republicans says he wasn’t 
impeachable on most charges either. 
The draft report contends the only 
“direct and persuasive” impeachment 
evidence the committee ever received 
was Nixon’s own statement last week 
that he approved an initial Watergate 
cover-up effort and then concealed 
that fact. 


“We hope that it will not hereafter be 
said by many that Richard Nixon was 
‘hounded out of office,’ for that is not 
true,” the draft says. 
It 
says that 
until 
Nixon’s own 
statement, the only Watergate cover­ 
up impeachment evidence the House 
com mittee had was “layer upon layer 
of hearsay.” 
The IO Republicans voted against all 
three impeachment articles approved 
by the committee, but all IO announced 
after his Aug. 5 disclosure that they 
would vote for the Watergate cover-up 
article on the House floor. Seven 
committee Republicans voted for at 
least one impeachment article. 
Nixon resigned before the end of the 
week, saying his loss of support in 
Congress left him no other choice. 
The minority report of around IOO 
pages is to be published with the 175- 
page majority report and individual 
views next week as the Judiciary 


Committee’s official report on the 
three impeachment articles. 
The majority report concludes that 
“from the beginning the President 
knowingly directed the cover-up of the 
Watergate burglary.” 


It 
also 
concludes 
that 
Nixon 
“repeatedly and willfully” abused his 
power by misusing federal agencies 
such as the Internal Revenue Sendee 
and by violating rights of citizens, par­ 
ticu larly Pentagon Papers figure 
Daniel Ellsberg. 
Sharply disagreeing with both those 
conclusions, the Republicans’ draft 
report says Nixon did not direct the 
Watergate cover-up but rather joined 
“an ongoing conspiracy” to obstruct 
justice in 1972. 
It says the only hard evidence is his 
own statement that six days after the 
Watergate break-in he approved an 
effort to steer the FBI away from in­ 
vestigating the first leads that it was 
his re-election com m ittee’s operation. 
The Republicans’ report says the 
com m ittee’s evidence disproved an 
allegation that Nixon ordered a $75,000 
hush-money payment to Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
It says witnesses established that 
arrangements for paying the money 
already were being made by the time 
Nixon made comments at a March 21, 
1973, meeting that could be interpreted 
as meaning that he might approve of it 
to buy tune.

court protection from subpoenas 
requiring his testimony, though he was 
compelled by the Supreme Court to 
honor subpoenas for tapes and docu­ 
ments in the Watergate investigation. 
I fs unclear what sort of testimony 
Nixon would be expected to give on 
Ehrlichman’s behalf. O le Ehrlichman 
lawyer cited a gag rule laid down by 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica as 
the reason why he couldn’t spell out the 
purpose of the subpoena. 
Ehrlichman and five other defen­ 
dants are scheduled to stand trial Sept. 
9. However, three—Ehrlichman, H.R. 
Haldeman and former Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell—were joined Thursday in

Watergate prosecutor I^eon Jaworski, 
who said he needs more time to study 


new presidential tapes. Sirica set a 
hearing Monday to deal with those 
requests.

grand jury’s original resolve to indict 
him as another member of the alleged 
conspiracy. Instead, the indictment 
handed down March I listed Nixon as 
an unindicted coconspirator. 
Jaworski and his staff now are 
studying whether Nixon should be 
indited as a funfledged conspirator. 
That possibility has stirred debate 
around the country, and the American 
Bar 
Association’s legislative 
body 
went on record on Thursday in favor of 
the proposition that no one should get 
special 
treatm ent 
in 
facing 
prosecution for alleged crimes. 
The ABA’s 340-member House of 
Delegates, meeting in Honolulu at the 


annual bar convention, approved the

Jaworski’s decision is not expected 
immediately. 
Ehrlichman appeared in a state 
court in l>os Angeles on Thursday with 
another defense attorney and entered 
a new plea of innocent to perjury 
charges stemming from the break-in 
at the Beverly Hills office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
Ehrlichman’s new plea was based on 
the argument that he already had 
stood trial for perjury and that another 
trial would be double jeopardy and, 
thus, unconstitutional.

Greece Attempted 
To Pressure U.S.

G reece’s withdrawal from the North 
Atlantic military command probably 
was an attempt to pressure the United 
States and its allies to tilt against the 
Turks on Cyprus, some officials at the 
headquarters of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization say. 
No NATO spokesman will play down 
the importance of the Greek action 
publicly. But privately some officials 
see it as a diplomatic maneuver with 
few practical consequences. 
“Withdrawal from NATO” has a 
ringing sound and helps satisfy anti- 
American sentiment in Greece. But 
the Greeks are remaining in the North 
Atlantic Council, the political part of 
the alliance, and keeping their am­ 
bassador and his staff at the Brussels 
headquarters. There was no move to 
remove Greek employes from the 
international civilian staff. 
On Wednesday, the Greek govern­ 
ment said it had told its military 
rep resen tatives with the various 
NATO commands to leave their posts 
within 24 hours. But on Thursday they 


showed no sign of going, and it was 
reported that 
no firm order had 
arrived. 
Some officers thought they might not 
go for some time. Or they might just 
change their title from 
“military 
representatives” to “liaison officers.” 
That is what the French officers at 
allied headquarters did after the late 
President Charles de Gaulle withdrew 
France from NATO’s joint command 
in 1966. 
The 
Greek 
flag 
still 
flew 
on 
Thursday 
at 
NATO’s 
European 
military headquarters near Mons as 
well as at the Brussels home of the 
North Atlantic Council. 
Although De Gaulle threw U.S. and 
other allied troops out of France, 
Greek 
Foreign 
M inister 
G eorge 
Mavros said Thursday that American 
forces are in Greece under special 
agreements between the two countries 


and he doubted if these could be 
broken. 
The Greek action involves no major 
troop movements. 
Greece’s NATO 
assignment was to protect itself from 
attack by the Soviet Bloc, and the 
Greek army is still protecting Greece 
even though the shield is up against 
attack from Turkey rather than from 
the Communists. 
The Turkish military action has 
upset allied planning m ore than 
Greece’s action. The Turks sent a 
sizable part of their combat strength to 
Cyprus, in the opposite direction from 
their border with the Soviet Union. But 
Greece’s borders with Turkey are in 
the same general area as its frontier 
with Bulgaria, its only close neighbor 
in the Warsaw Pact, and not much 
movement would be required to shift 
the troops from the Turkish border to 
the Bulgarian.

WASHINGTON (AP) Congress is 
rushing to grant President Ford’s 
request for weapons to use in the battle 
against galloping inflation. 
Acting three years to the day after 
the Nixon administration first froze 
wages and prices, banking committees 
in both houses approved a bill creating 
a White House agency to monitor the 
economy. 
But members of the House and 
Senate emphasized they neither expect 
nor desire the new agency to lead to a 
new round of wage-price controls. 
And there was a widespread feeling 
that the new agency really won’t be 
able to do much to halt inflation. 
But, as Chairman John J. Spark­ 
man, D-Ala., of the Senate panel ex­ 
plained, “This is his (Ford’s) first 
effort to do something and I think we 
ought to give him the modest power he 
asks for.” 
Chairman Wright Patman, D-Tex., 
of the House com mittee, said, “Many 
of us have doubts 
about the 
ef­ 
fectiveness of this task force approach 
but 
le t’s 
give 
the 
P resid en t’s 
suggestion a try.” 
Both houses are expected to approve 
the bill Monday, meaning the measure 
could go to Ford for his signature by 
midweek. 
The bill would create a White House 
agency with no enforcement power, 
but with authority to constantly 
monitor wage and price increases, 
productivity, shortages and other 
economic factors with the aim of 
giving the government the information 
it needs to move against inflation. 
The House committee approved the 
measure 27-7. The Senate panel ac­ 


cepted it on a voice vote without 
dissent. 
The 
new 
agency 
won 
the 
en­ 
dorsement earlier on Thursday of 
representatives of business and labor. 
Andrew J. Biemiiler, chief lobbyist 
for 
the 
AFL-CIO, 
repeated the 
federation’s opposition to wage-price 
controls, contending that nothing was 
controlled under the Nixon admin­ 
istration’s program except wages. 
Biemiiler added that labor will go 
along with the agency, even though 
describing it as "a public relations 
gim m ick.” 
E. Douglas Kenna, president of the 
N ational A ssociation of M anufac­ 
turers, said business can accept the 
monitoring agency so long as it is clear 
there is no authority to control wages 
and prices.

Indiana Natural Resources Com­ 
mission has allowed Earlham College 
and Miami University of Ohio to 
continue for another year an ecological 
research center at the new Brookville 
Reservoir in eastern Indiana. 
The vote to continue the five-year- 
old project was made with some 
reservations, however, as the com­ 
mission considered the state’s master 
plan for developing the reservoir area 
for recreation. 
The center, operated on a 120-acre 
tract on the upper reservoir, was 
.started in November 1969 under a 
Miami University lease with the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
The state of Indiana leased the entire 
area from the Army Corps in January 
of this year, however, apparently 
terminating the project. 
The Natural Resources Department 
decided to continue the center for one 
more 
year, 
provided 
that 
the 
presidents 
of 
both 
Miami 
and 
Earlham, at Richmond, Ind., write 
letters saying they understand the 
project can be terminated whenever it 
is found to interfere with recreational 
development. 
Since the project’s 
inception, 
students have produced six scientific 
publications. The studies have in­ 
cluded wildlife in a beech-maple woods 
and in Whitewater River, and contin­ 
uing changes in vegetation on old fields 
no longer cultivated.

NEW YORK - Jerry Ford doesn’t 
owe a lick to any of the White House 
crowd; has never had any alliance 
with Gen. Alexander Haig, Richard 
Nixon's chief of staff, or Ron Ziegler, 
Jerry Warren, Rose Mary Woods — or 
even to the gentlest and loyalest man 
in the White House, Dick Moore. Ford 
needs ghostwriters with a softer touch 
than Pat Buchanan and Ray Price. 
President Johnson retained nearly 
every member of John F. Kennedy’s 
team, JF K ’s Cabinet, Pierre Salinger, 
even Kenny O’Donnell, who had dif­ 
ficulty concealing his contempt for the 
man from Texas. LB J weeded out a lot 
of them after his landslide victory over 
Barry Coldwater in 1964, but was 
applauded for having stressed the 
continuity of the executive office 
during a tragic time. 
Ford would choose his own Cabinet, 
and there’s a good chance that it might 
be as faceless a lineup as Nixon’s, if 
possible. He would hold on; naturally if 
not desperately, to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. He would need 
Kissinger much more than ever.

Elliot Richardson is another who left 
with dignity, cleaner than the 
proverbial hound’s tooth, and could 
come back as, say, Vice President — if 
Rocky doesn’t want it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — It won’t be 
long before Americans can get cash 
from their banks any time they want - 
and not be arrested. 
Today there are more than 1,500 
automated tellers located throughout 
the United States that allow customers 
to perform 90 per cent of all their 
banking business around-the-clock 
without ever stopping inside a bank, 
the American Bankers Assn. reports. 
These tellers are the evolutionary 
link between the paper-based (cash 
and check) banking of today and the 
electronic banking of tomorrow. Some 
seven million Americans already hold 
the magnetically encoded “ money 
cards” that activate these robot tellers 
which can supplement or even replace 
branch banks.

Speaking Of Your Health

I paid $112 a day for a five-day stay 
in the hospital. The cost was absolutely 
outrageous, the service was terrible 
and the food was awful. How much 
worse can things get in a hospital? 
Mr. J.F., Tenn. 
Dear Mr. F.: 
My immediate reaction to your 
letter is a question that I must ask you. 
In the short time you were in the 
hospital, did you get well and are you 
again functioning normally in your job 
and in your home? 
That is the prime consideration and 
goal of physicians, surgeons, hospitals 
and paramedical attendants. Your 
return to health indicates that they 
have accomplished their prime ob­ 
jective. 
It is true that illness is an expensive 
luxury that very few people could 
afford without insurance, Blue Cross, 
Medicare and Medicaid programs. But 
this only helps to partially defray the 
enormous cost of running a hospital 
today. If it were not for the fact that 
hospitals were partially subsidized and 
privately endowed, no large institution 
could possibly keep its doors open. 
Those of us who live in a hospital 
setting are aware of the tremendous 
number of people who function in the 
background and are never seen by the 
patient. 


So massive is the problem of 
maintenance in a hospital that it defies 
the imagination of the patient confined 
to a single room and in contact with 
four or five people. 
Now, about service. In most in­ 
stances, the medical needs of patients, 
.'specially the urgent ones, are han­ 
dled with speed and competence. 
Remember that many patients in a 
hospital become highly selfish, made 
so by their discomfort, their fears and 
by their loneliness. Their demands 
sometimes become overwhelming, 
and far too frequently, unreasonable. 


Yet nurses and personnel offer 
diligence, 
kindness 
and 
un­ 
derstanding, in addition to their 
medical skill. It is true that oc­ 
casionally, under stress, hospital 
personnel may deviate from their 
expected compassion and become 
irritable and abrupt. They, too, are 
human 
and 
react 
within 
the 
framework of their own frailty. 
About food. No hospital has every 
tried to compete with Maxims in Paris 
for food service. Gourmet delights 
await the patient after he is recovered 
and out of the hospital. 
At least you can be sure that the food 
you were served was nourishing, easy 
to digest and well balanced.

LONDON-MlAMl 
(K FS) — Chip Bowes runs a taut ship. 
The 747 staggers halfway to the head of 
the runway at Heathrow when a phone 
message comes up from the deck 
below that an oxygen bottle is showing 
a red light. C. T. Bowes, Jr., sends the 
engineer below to correct the problem. 
The bottle’s function is to inflate a 
rubber chute so passengers can slide to 
the ground in case of a landing mishap. 
It isn’t important. Excuse me—it is. 
Bowes asks permission for National 
Airlines Flight One to return to its 
berth. The bottle will work or we don’t 
fly. 
First Officer Jack Keams radios to 
have mechanics ready. The safety of 
passengers, and a $20 million plane, is 
the one thing no captain on any airline 
will leave to chance. 
The 340 passengers on the deck 
below grumble. They can see we have 
turned, rumbling back to our station. 
Men in white coveralls hop aboard. 
Bowes, a man of little patience, taps 
his fingers on the yoke. 
He shuts two engines down. The little 
red light goes green. A rubber washer 
under the oxygen bottle had tilted it. 
That’s all. Cost: 500 gallons of fuel. 
The only flight longer than this is 
British Airways nonstop London to 
Capetown. 
Normally, this one to 
Miami would be 4,647 miles. There is a 
140 mile an hour jetstream racing from 
America to Europe. It would cut our 
speed from 590 miles per hour to 450. 
Kearns, a tall man with dark wavy 
hair, crouches in the first officer’s seat 
like a jockey and reads the computer 
printout again. It advises Flight One to 
fly 
from 
London 
northeast- 
northeast?—to liverpool, over the 
Irish Sea and the Isle of Man, to 
Belfast, farther north to 59 degree 
latitude within sight of Greenland, 
then turn southwest to Goose Bay, 
labrador. Then on to Quebec, south to 
New York City, then to Norfolk, 
Wilmington, North Carolina, and on to 
Miami, Florida. Total distance: 5,000 
miles. Elapsed time: 9 hours, IO 
minutes. 
The 747 weighs 350 tons today. I sit 
behind the captain in the jump seat. I 
have 
a 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration certificate that gives 
me the right to buy a seat and, at the 
captain’s discretion, to sit in the flight 
deck. 
I am a child; an old airplane wat­ 
cher. I wear a headset and listen to 
traffic. The four big engines work a 
whine to a shriek, then the brakes go 
off. Bowes keeps her to the center line. 
Kearns calls out speed. At the far end 
of the runway, the English country 
houses become bigger. At 180 m.p.h.,

Kearns murmurs, “ Rotating speed.” 
At 195, he says, “ V-2.” 
The beast lifts off. It climbs slowly, 
sedately. It carries so many automatic 
devices that it will fly better if Bowes 
stops thinking for it. At 33,000 feet we 
are over Belfast and can see all the 
way back to Scotland. I go below to 
have dinner with Kelly. 
She has Mother Cabrini in my seat. 
She won’t fly without Mother Cabrini. 
God knows how many saints she flies 
with. My respect for flight crews and 
computers on the flight deck amounts 
to reverence. Through fair weather 
and foul, they’ll get you there. 
I have no respect for airline food and 
less for stewardesses. The first is bad; 
the second plays at it. The saucy 
rejoinders, the flirtatious service 
flatter no one. There are 15 girls 
bending over passengers; one takes 
Polaroid snapshots. 
The movie is “ The Day of the 
Jackal.” The 747 is so big it will be 
shown in four parts on the aircraft 
from four projectors. We eat fatty 
lamb, broccoli, potatoes the size of ball 
bearings, and drink wine and coffee. 
The plane chases the sun all day. At 
Quebec, the movie is over.

favor a policy of ‘doing something’ 
about inflation. But its impact is lim­ 
ited.” 
Lionel D. Edie & Co., an economic 
research arm of Merrill Lynch, the 
world’s biggest stock brokerage house, 
gives its reason why: 
“ A m erica’s 
economic 
policy 
machinery simply cannot control the 
weather, the Arabs, or the super- 
inflationary economic policies of 
countries like Japan, Italy, and the 
United Kingdom. 
“These have been major causes of 
today’s rip-roaring, double-digit in­ 
flation, and the tragic weather story 
that has come out of the Midwest is ap­ 
parently going to keep it that way well 
into next year.” 
If you believe these analyses, then, 
you must conclude that while the 
President has little choice but to act or 
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give the appearance of action, against 
inflation, his efforts are likely to be 
unrewarded. 
While it works well at the com­ 
munity level, voluntarism is widely 
thought to need power to back it on the 
national level. That has been the ex­ 
perience of previous presidents in 
relying on voluntary restraints. 
Among the power techniques used 
were charges that the offender was 
hurting the country; releasing stock­ 
piles of government goods to compete 
with the offender’s product; en­ 
couraging consumers to shun the of­ 
fender’s wares. 
What backing President Ford plans 
isn’t known, but he has declared 
himself to be against subpoena powers 
in wage and price studies. Such 
authority, a spokesman said, would be 
the first step to rigid controls. 
Nevertheless, Ford likely will find 
himself compelled to back up his call 
for voluntary restraints with an ef­ 
fective plea or a resort to some form of 
power. That is, if he plans to rely 
heavily on voluntarism.

Unstable conditions in Ohio are 
forecast by the National Weather 
Service for the next few days with the 
risk of thundershowers again in the 
predictions. 
High pressure centered in Penn­ 
sylvania held a stabilizing influence on 
the state’s weather during the night 
resulting in clear skies and light east 
winds, but the high drifting eastward 
forecast a change. At dawn Friday a 
few thundershowers developed in the 
extreme northern Kentucky area just 
south of Cincinnati and these will likely 
extend into extreme southwestern 
Ohio during the day. 
There is a chance of showers and 
thundershowers over most of the 
extreme Western part of the state by 
late afternoon and evening, then ex­ 
pand over much of the northern and 
western sections of the state by tonight 
and Saturday.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Most 
political campaigns in Ohio don’t begin 
in earnest until after I^abor Day, but 
there are indications Gov. John J. 
Gilligan’s camp can’t wait for the 
starting gun. 
Summer weeks prior to I^abor Day 
usually are spent in rural areas, 
candidates shaking hands and getting 
local news coverage. The push for 
statewide attention begins later. 
This sum m er, Eugene “ P ete” 
O’Grady, the governor’s campaign 
manager, is using the time attempting 
to tear down remarks former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes is making around the 
state. 
O’Grady specifically wants to take 
apart figures Rhodes is using to 
contend Ohioans were better off when 
he was chief executive than they are 
under Gilligan.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Another 
effect of the summer drought on 
consumers: I .ess honey and at higher 
prices next winter for toast and hot 
biscuits. 
The Agriculture Department says in 
a monthly Honey Market News 
bulletin that hot, dry weather in July is 
expected to reduce production in many 
states. As a result, the report showed, 
honey prices at the farm rose above 
the 45-cent per pound record set in the 
last half of 1973. 
In Iowa, for example, the report said 
July heat and drought prevented many 
bees from finding enough nectar for 
much honey making. “A short crop of 
clover and alfalfa has prevented some 
colonies from storing enough honey for 
winter needs,” the report said.

Christianity in this country at present 
is suffering “tremendous fragmen­ 
tation” in which each separate 
segment is “talking only to itself, when 
the very opposite is needed.” 
“What the church needs to do more 
than anything else is to bring together 
the disparate groups that have 
developed among our people,” he said. 
“The different groups need to listen to

other,

periences.” 
However, as he sees it, Christianity 
in the nation now has diffused into five 
distinctive categories, of which the 
established denominations represent 
only one type, but from which the other 
groups have diverged. 
In those circumstances, he said he 
finds it useful to keep in motion. 
‘It’s a ministry’ growing out of a 
need,” he said. It makes him a kind of 
clerical courier — a “runner” across 
ruptured religious terrain. It’s a word 
that’s come to characterize his work. 
“The Runner’’ is the title of his latest 
book, issued by Word Publishers, of 
Waco, Tex. 
Although he remains an associate 
teaching fellow at Yale, his base in 
recent years, he now spends nearly all 
his time moving from place to place, 
group to group, “listening, trying to 
understand, discussing issues of 
faith.” 
Father Boyd, 51, a Buffalo, N.Y., 
native, was a Hollywood TV producer 
before entering the ministry as an 
Indianapolis, Ind., rector and later 
chaplain at Colorado State University 
and Wayne State University, from 
which he branched into a diversified 
ministry in civil rights and other 
areas.

yet 
m anifesting a 
genuine spiritual 
hunger. 
—A 
non-religious,

emerged from the church and drew 
their social conscience from Judeo- 
Christian tradition, but which aban­ 
doned it to battle for peace, racial 
justice and the poor. 
—The agnostics, utterly indifferent 
to religion, concerned only with 
careers, money, hedonistic enjoyment, 
totally illiterate concerning the Bible 
or theology and a rapidly growing 
group. 
“In this situation, the church can’t 
safely sit in its ghetto,” Father Boyd 
said. “It’s got to force itself out into the 
mainstream so as to penetrate the dif­ 
ferent worlds.”

Dayton Area Holds Much Ohio History

This tour of Ohio Historical Society 
sites begins in one of the state’s 
earliest yesterdays. 
A mile or so east of the Mad River, in 
Southern Champaign County, is a 
leftover bit of what Ohio looked like 
thousands of years ago when the cool 
winds of the late glacial age were still 
blowing over the area. It was during 
this period that Cedar Bog first came 
into being. 
An ancient river valley, now running 
under the Mad River, was filled with 
hundreds of feet of limestone gravel. 
Tfois rock-strewn valley probably had 
a depression in it *irt the spot where 
Cedar Bog is now located. 
The constant flow of cool water 


sweetened as it passed through the 
alkaline gravel, came to the surface 
and began to feed the growing bog. A 
mat of vegetation was nurtured and 
grew over the surface of the lake. 
Irater the mosses and other low 
growing plants were joined by shrubs 
and trees. In fact, it was for the Nor­ 
thern white-cedar that appeared in the 
area and still grows there today, that 
Cedar Bog was named. 
The waters of Cedar Bog still flow, 
welling up to the surface in a con­ 
stantly moving stream with prac­ 
tically 
no seasonal fluctuation in 
tem perature or volume. Without this 
never-failing circulation of cool, 
alkaline water, the bog would cease to

exist as a natural entity. 
The unique conditions at Cedar Bog 
make 
it possible 
for plants 
and 
animals to live there that can be found 
in no other parts of the state. Brook 
trout thrive in the chill waters and 
spotted turtles can be seen throughout 
the area with their bright yellow dotted 
shells. The tiny, timid massasauga 
rattlesnake is another reptile that 
distinguishes the bog. Rare butterflys 
and birds soar everywhere in the skies 
over the swamp. 


Plant life of great interest is no 
rarity here either. 
Yellow 
and 
pmklady’s-slippers orchids, grass-pink 
orchids, sundew, grass-of-pamassus, 
and clumps of shrubby cinquefoil are 
among the many flowering plants that 
paint the bog in a rainbow of colors. 
Earlier this year, a boardwalk was 
constructed through the 50 acres of 
Cedar Bog to allow visitors to enjoy its 
rare natural wonders more easily. But 
to preserve the balance of this delicate 
relic of the ice age, admission to the 
bog must be arranged in advance by- 
writing the Natural History- Depart­ 
ment of the Ohio Historical Society in 
Columbus. A naturalist is available to 
conduct groups on special tours. 


Fort St. Clair, west of Cedar Bog on 
St. Rts. 122 and 355, near Eaton, was 
one in a line of supply outposts con­ 
structed in 1791 during the Indian 
w ars. Nam ed for Major general 
Arthur St. Clair, it saw its only major 
action in 
1792 when little Turtle, a 
Miami warrior, ambushed a convoy 
near the Fort and killed six American 
soldiers. 


Today Fort St. G air is an historical 
memorial with nature trails, picnic 
facilities and several monuments. Just 
east of the fort site is a very large tree, 
and legend has it that when the wind 
rustles through its leaves, you can 
hear the story of the events that it 
witnessed. Thus, it became known as 
“ W hispering 
O ak.’’ 
Beneath 
its 
boughs, in a small fenced enclosure, 
are the graves of the six men who fell 
in the action of 1792. 


At 219 North Summit St. in Dayton is 
the preserved home of Paul law rence 
Dunbar, 
A m erica’s 
black 
poet 
laureate. 
Dunbar, bom in poverty in Dayton in 
1872, began writing poetry when he 
was only seven and his works were 
carried in papers in and around The 
Gem City. By the time he reached 
twenty, two of his poems had appeared 
in the Chicago News-Record, but his 
personal life remained difficult. 
“I am often despondent, for it is hard 
to sing in the dark,*’ he wrote in 1895. 
But then, when Paul was working as an 
elevator operator, a new friend, Dr. H. 
A. Tobey of Toledo, suddenly appeared 
to become Paul’s benefactor 
and

promoter. 
From that time forward his career 
blossomed in the many volumes of 
poetry, short stories and novels that 
flowed from his pen.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Dr. 
Trudy Knox believes too few com­ 
panies have women presidents. So 
she’s offering a “Women in Business” 
college 
course 
to 
prepare 
future 
female executives. 
The class, which Dr. Knox described 
as the “first of its kind,” will be offered 
at Capital University here, but the psy­ 
chologist said she hopes it will become 
a permanent part of many college 
curriculums. 
Dr Knox said the course is designed 
to “make women aware of their own 
potentials.’’ It will begin by describing 
traditional roles women have played in 
business and examine ways they can 
be changed, she said. 
Each student will hear a variety of 
speakers. 
In later sessions, Miss Knox said she 
will use “transactional analysis.” She 
explained this method enables each 
student to examine both her own life 
“script” and that of the organization 
which employes her. 
“ An underpaid secretary, for in­ 
stance, may be running an office but is 
afraid to speak up for herself or isn’t 
even aware she can change things,” 
Dr. Knox said. 


“This course will let her see that any 
changes in her job will depend upon the 
student, herself.”

Ford's Niece Remembers 
Labor Boss 
Defending Uncle's Policies 
Is Stifled 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Martha 
Ford Hastings recalls that as a little 
girl she regarded her uncle Gerald 
Ford as being “ someone really spe­ 
cial.” But she never imagined he 
would become President. 
And the fact that her uncle is 
President “ just doesn’t seem real to 
me yet.” Ford’s 24-year-old niece said 
Thursday in a telephone interview 
from Toiedo. 
Mrs. Hastings, who recently moved 
from Grand Rapids, Mich., to Toledo 
with her husband, Terry, reminisced 
about her childhood in the Michigan 
town where she and her parents shared 
a duplex with the President and his 
family. 
“ I was between the ages of 2 and 5, 
and Jerry was a congressman always 
traveling to Washington,” she said. 
“ I don’t have any strong memories 
about him, but I do recall thinking that 
he had to be really something'” 
“ I looked up to him because he had a 
lot of people in Michigan supporting 
him and that really impressed me.” 
As she grew older, the Tamaron 
Country club waitress said she often 
found herself defending her uncle’s 
political stands. 
“ I had some real battles with my 
friends.” she recalled, “ but I guess 


that’s because I had some radical 
friends. Many of them didn’t know I 
was his niece and they would say 
things against his policies in front of 
me.” 
Mrs. Hastings said that when anyone 
made a derogatory remark about her 
uncle she would "defend him with my 
life. I felt I should defend him. Maybe 
it was just a family tie, but I felt it was 
my duty.” 
The President’s niece said she never 
argued politics with her uncle. .“ I 
never thought I was smart enough,” 
she said. 
She added that the President didn’t 
often discuss politics at family get- 
togethers. 
“ The last time I saw him was before 
the vice presidential swearing-in, 
when 
all 
the 
relatives 
met 
in 
Washington for a luncheon with Jerry 
and Betty,” she said. 
“ But even then the discussion was 
not about politics. He was talking to 
Betty about which suit he should wear 
for the swearing-in.” 
"The family never expected Gerald 
Ford to be President until he was vice 
president,*' Mrs. Hastings said. 
“ He used to talk to his relatives 
about wanting to be speaker of the 
House, but he never mentioned

Licenses 
Now On Sale 


Ohio hunting and trapping licenses 
for 1974 have been mailed to license 
agents throughout the state and should 
be available from the agents now or 
w ithin the next week, according to the 
division 
of 
wildlife of the 
Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources. 
Most stores that handle hardware 
and sporting goods are hunting and 
trapping license agents. The new 
licenses will be valid for one year, 
beginning Sept. I, 1974. 
Dan C. Armbruster, chief of the 
wildlife division, reminded Ohio 
hunters and trappers that they must 
have a license regardless of their age. 
The only hunters and trappers not 
required to have licenses are members 
of the U.S. Armed Forces on leave or 
furlough, who must carry an iden­ 
tification card or other evidence of 
being on active military duty; lan­ 
downers and their children while 
hunting or trapping on their own land; 
and tenants or managers of land and 
their children while hunting or trap­ 
ping on the property where they 
reside. 
Resident licenses, costing $4 plus a 
50 cent writing fee, are issued to 
anyone who has lived in Ohio for at 
least six months prior to applying for a 
license. Non-resident licenses are 
issued to people who do not qualify as 
residents. Their cost is $30 plus a 50 
cent writing fee. 
A copy of the 1974 Ohio Hunting and 
Trapping Regulations will be issued 
with each license. The guide provides a 
digest of current hunting and trapping 
laws, as well as detailed hunting and 
trapping information.

Paul Warfield Readies 
For Final Season In NFL 


MIAMI (AP) — Wide receiver Paul 
Warfield has recalled a personal 
forecast that he would not be with the 
Miami Dolphins in 1975. 
“ I said before camp last year that 
I ’d probably play that year and 
possibly one more before retiring,” 
Warfield said Thursday. 
His retirement plans were changed 
by a $3.5-million contract given him, 
fullback Iiarry Csonka and running 
back J un Klick to play with the 
Memphis Southmen in the World 
Football league. 
‘‘Physically, I feel as good as I ’ve 
felt for the last three to four years,” 
said Warfield of his playing outlook. 
‘ Emotionally, to play 20 games a year 
is quite hard.” 
Warfield, who earns an estimated 
$70,000 with the National Football 
League champion Dolphins, said 
money wasn't always his main goal in 
football. He said he turned down a 
higher offer from the old American 
Football League to sign with the club 
he idolized as a youth, the Cleveland 
Browns, in 1964. 
The former Ohio State star, now a 
Cleveland resident, indicated he might 
think twice if he had the AFDBrowns 
option open to him again. 


“ I was raised in Western society,” 
he explained. “ You learn it is not 
w rong for someone to try to acquire a 
better standard of living.” 


Warfield is to get an estimated $1 
million from the three-year W FL 
contract. The lion’s share goes to 
Csonka and the smallest portion to 
Kiick, who lost his Miami starling job 
to Mercury Morris the past two 
seasons. 


Warfield has been perhaps the most 
popular of all the Dolphins since he 
was obtained from Geveland in 1970. 
Dolphin T-shirts bearing his number, 
42, have been almost impossible to find 
in South Florida stores during past 
seasons. 
But now, Warfield realizes he may 
be subject to boos from disgruntled 
fans. 


“ I think most of the people can place 
themselves in my situation and realize 
I did what was best for those dear to 
me,” said the father of one daughter. 
‘‘I think most of them will evaluate me 
fairly. 
T m just going to do my job as well 
as I can and hope that will be well 
enough to satisfy me and hopefully, 
satisfy the people here.”

Tops College 
Grid Coaches

Okay, all you college football trivia 
experts: Which two famous coaches 
have identical winning percentage 
marks when the figuring is carried 
only to three places? 
Which coach, with at least eight 
years in the business, has the best 
winning percentage? 
And of the coaches with the best 
winning percentages, whose teams 
have been tied the most'7 
All these and other questions can be 
answered now that Elmore “ Scoop” 
Hudgins, the information director of 
the Southeastern Conference, has 
compiled and again released his list of 
Top 20 Coaches entering the 1974 
season. 
Answer No. I: Alabama’s Paul 
“ Bear” Bryant 
and Ohio State’s 
Woody Hayes are the coaches with 
identical winning percentage marks- 
.753. 
Hudgins, who originated his list in 
1958 when he was sports information 
director at Vanderbilt University, has 
figured a little bit more, however, and 
reports that Bryant is just a smidgen 
ahead—.7539 to .7536. 
Answer No. 2: Penn State’s Joe 
Paterno qualified for Hudgins’ list for 
the first time this year and im­ 
mediately vaulted into the No. I spot 
with his record of 74 victories, 13 de­ 
feats and one tie. That’s for an .848 
mark. 
Paterno replaced Arizona State’s 
Frank Rush, who dropped to the 
runner-up spot with a record of 132 
victories, 34 losses and one tie for .793. 
Answer No. 3: Bear Bryant has been 
tied 16 times, far more than other 
coach on the Top 20 list. 
Hudgins originated the Top 20 list

Department of Transportation study 
with swinging enough votes in 
Congress Thursday to approve an 
amendment of his which would end 
Daylight Savings Time four months 
during the winter. 


The Taft amendment won approval 
in the Senate version of the Energy 
Reorganization Act. It would return 
the country to Standard Time from the 
last Sunday of October through the last 
Sunday of February, beginning this 
fall. 


“ The use of winter Daylight Savings 
Time has caused severe hardship for 
the people of Ohio, particularly in the 
western part of the state, in return for 
a relatively insignificant savings in 
energy,” Taft said. 


The U.S. Department of Trans­ 
portation study showed some saving 
but it was primarily in coal used 
electric generating plants, Taft said. 
"School children have had to bear 
the brunt of this and it has been 
disruptive for them and for their 
families. I am especially happy that 
the Senate dealt with this problem in 


time for the opening of school this 
fall,” Taft said.

W hite House 
Says Tapes 
Are Nixon's 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
adm inistration says the special 
Watgergate prosecutor will have to 
deal with former President Richard M. 
Nixon if the prosecutor wants ad­ 
ditional White House tapes. 
That was the outcome of a decision 
Wednesday that the controversial tape 
recordings are Nixon’s personal 
property. 
A Ford spokesman said White House 
lawyers reached their decision on the 
tapes after consulting with the 
prosecutor’s office and the Justice 
Department. The spokesman said they 
“raised no objections.” 
Presidential Press Secretary Jerald 
F. terHorst said the “judgment was a 
collective one.” 
However, a spokesman for special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski said his 
office was informed about the decision 
but “did not take part in it.” He 
refused to say whether the prosecutor 
agreed with it. 
TerHorst later said that the 
“collective judgment” actually was 
the decision of James D. St. Clair and 
J. Fred Buzhardt, the two lawyers who 
led the fight to withhold the tapes while 
Nixon was president. 
Nixon had refused to obey eight 
subpoenas from the House Judiciary 
Committee for tapes of 147 con­ 
versations.
